Issues Warning 
Against Cure- All 
Sold in Suburbs 

Sale of a preparation on the 
Main Line, that is supposed to kill 
bugs, animals and diseases bat 
usually kills fine shade trees in- 
stead, was exposed this week. 

Complaints that the product was 
being sold and that its use was 
poisonous to trees have been re- 
ceived by public officials in Haver- 
ford Township Shade Tree 
Commission. All of the preparations 
sold are not the same but most of 
them have a sticky base that is 
supposed to trap destructive bugs. 

Reports of the slow death of 
many fine shade trees has been 
reported. Often the substance, af- 
ter it is applied, kills the bark 
around the entire girth of the tree. 
Then the leaves start wilting and 
the trees show sign of decay 
throughout its branches. 

One of the public officials, who 
has received numerous complaints, 
is A. C. Williams, director of public 
works in Haverford Township. 

He has advised residents .not to 
allow anyone to treat their trees 
unless the man has in his posses- 
sion an authorized statement from 
the Haverford Township Tree Com- 
mission stating \hat he is qualified 
.how; -his garden-- grows from—his- -to" treat trees with material -- that

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MATERNITY CARE FOR SERVICEMEN'S WIVES 

More than three-fourths of the states have received ap- 
proval by the Children's Bureau, Department of Labor, of pro- 
grams for medical hospital maternity care for wives of men in 
the four lowest pay grades of the armed services. The program 
also includes medical care for babies. 'A service man's wife may 
make application for complete medical care during pregnancy 
and childbirth, and for six weeks after childbirth. She may also 
apply for medical care for her child to extend throughout the 
child's first year of life. To get such care, all that the wife needs 
to do is to fill out simple forms, which, if her own doctor is un- 
able to furnish copies, she can get from the State health depart- 
ment. 
NO GAS TO GO TO GARDENS 

Special rations of gasoline for travel to Victory gardens 
were discontinued July 12, although rations already issued for 
this purpose may be used as long as valid.

VACATION TRIP FOR MOTORISTS 

Motorists in the Northeastern gasoline restricted area may 
use their "A" rations, beginning July IS, for one round trip to a 
summer home or other vacation place, in the absence of adequate 
alternative transportation, Price Administrator Prentiss M. 
Brown has announced. Before making a trip, motorists must 
apply to their ration board for written authorization stating the 
starting point and destination of the trip and dates on which it 
will be made. Authorization does not give the motorist an extra 
ration of gasoline. 
RATIONS FOR SICK 

Although the need to conserve rationed foods is great, no 
hospital patient's health need suffer, the OPA has announced. 
Local rationing board's have been given authority to provide 
supplementary allotments to meet the dietary requirements of 
patients in hospitals — whether or not such patients are on special 
diets. 
MILEAGE FOR AIR RAID WARDENS 

Air raid wardens, while not eligible for "C" ration books, 
may continue to get "B" books, according to OPA. Volunteers 
regularly performing work contributing to the war effort or pub- 
lic welfare who need supplemental mileage should have applica- 
tions certified by some authorized representative of the agency 
for which the work is being performed.

Assn. to Speak 
At Haverford 



Says He Hopes for 
Results From 
Planning Comm. 

At the meeting: of the Narberth 
Borough Council held on Monday, 
Roland Fleer, president of the 
Council read a report on the prob- 
lem of assessments in the borough. 
He urged the continuance of the 
Zoning Ordinance and the .new 
Building Code already passed by 
the Council, and added that he ex- 
pected the Planning Commission, 
already undertaken, but as yet un- 
productive, to be one of the most 
important factors in keeping Nar- 
berth a desirable residential dist- 
rict. 

The problem of assessment, 
Fleer said, Is this: That although 
taxes decrease as property depreci- 
ates due to age, the borough's 
problem of keeping the commun- 
ity just as attractive and in just 
as good condition as ever, increases 
proportionately as the properties 
age, and the tares decrease. 

"How long can we keep on pro- 
ducing sufficient tax revenue to 
render these (necessary and desir- 
able municipal) services simply by 
maintaining assessments where 
they now are?" he asked. He urged 
that the Council consider some- 
thing more than simply maintain- 
ing assessments, and pointed out 
the three steps mentioned above 
as a possible answer to the prob- 
lem. 

His report has been submitted 
to committee.

Commissioners An- 
nounce Removal of 
Hav'f 'd. Rd. Offset 

Elimination of a serious hazard 
to traffic on Haverford Road at 
City Line in the Penn Wynne sec- 
tion of Lower Merion will begin to- 
morrow, it was announced by 
Montgomery County Commissioners 
Fred S. Peters, Foster C. Hillegass 
and Raymond K. Mensch. 

The work, to bo done by the 
County Highway Department in 
conjunction with the State Depart- 
ment of Highways, will consist of 
eliminating the "offset" In Haver- 
ford Road at City Line on the 
northwest corner which juts out in- 
to the roadway. In normal times, 
this Intersection carries traffic in 
excess of 20,000 vehicles daily. 

The roadway of Haverford Road 
will be widened to approximately 
25 feet at the corner radius. The 
widening will carry along Haver- 
ford Road for about 200 feet, taper- 
ing off as It goes. The curb will 
bo reset, the brick and ornamental 
Iron wall in front of the Sacred 
Heart Academy property will be 
moved back, a new sidewalk will 
be laid and shrubbery reset. 

There is no sidewalk at present 
in front of the Academy property. 
The new walk will extend up Hav- 
erford Road and City Line for a 
distance of approximately 100 feet. 

Since Haverford Road is a State 
Highway, the State Department of 
Highways will reset manholes and- 
inlets for surface water drainage 
and pave the widened portion of 
the roadway with 10 inches of con- 
crete to match the. existing road. 

County forces will reset the curb, 
relocate the high brick wall, reset 
shrubbery and install the sidewalk. 

Estimated cost of the project is 
$8,000, of which $5,000 will bo the 
County's share. The work to be 
done by the County will be under 
the County Aid plan, whereby Low- 
er Merlon Township will pay 40 
per cent of the estimated cost.

Against Cure-AU 
Sold in Suburbs 

Sale of a preparation on the 
Main Line, that is supposed to kill 
bugs, animals and diseases but 
usually kills fine shade trees In- 
stead, was exposed this week. 

Complaints that the product was 
being sold and that its use was 
poisonous to trees have been re- 
ceived by public officials in Haver- 
ford Township Shade Tree 
Commission. All of the preparations 
sold are not the same but most of 
them have a sticky base that is 
supposed to trap destructive bugs. 

Reports of the slow death of 
many fine shade trees has been 
reported. Often the substance, af- 
ter it Is applied, kills the bark 
around the entire girth of the tree. 
Then the leaves start wilting and 
the trees show sign of decay 
throughout its branches. 

One of the public officials, who 
has received numerous complaints, 
is A. C. Williams, director of public 
works in Haverford Township. 

He has advised residents ,not to 
allow anyone to treat their trees 
unless the man has in his posses- 
sion an authorized statement from 
the Haverford Township Tree Com- 
mission stating Vhat he is qualified 
"Ho- treat trees with material -that 
has been approved by the State 
Department of Agriculture.

MATERNITY CARE FOR SERVICEMEN'S WIVES 

More than three-fourths of the states have received ap- 
proval by the Children's Bureau, Department of Labor, of pro- 
grams for medical hospital maternity care for wives of men in 
the four lowest pay grades of the armed services. The program 
also includes medical care for babies. 'A service man's wife may 
make application for complete medical care during pregnancy 
and childbirth, and for six weeks after childbirth. She may also 
apply for medical care for her child to extend throughout the 
child's first year of life. To get such care, all that the wife needs 
to do is to fill out simple forms, which, if her own doctor is un- 
able to furnish copies, she can get from the State health depart- 
ment. 
NO GAS TO GO TO GARDENS 

Special rations of gasoline for travel to Victory gardens 
were discontinued July 12, although rations already issued for 
this purpose may be used as long as valid. This action was taken 
by OPA upon advice of the Department of Agriculture that gar- 
dens planted after that date would be too late to produce enough 
food to warrant extra use of tires and gasoline in cultivating 
them.

VACATION TRIP FOR MOTORISTS 

Motorists in the Northeastern gasoline restricted area may 
use their "A" rations, beginning July 15, for one round trip to a 
summer home or other vacation place, in the absence of adequate 
alternative transportation, Price Administrator Prentiss M. 
Brown has announced. Before making a trip, motorists must 
apply to their ration board for written authorization stating the 
starting point and destination of the trip and dates on which il 
will be made. Authorization does not give the motorist an extra 
ration of gasoline. 
RATIONS FOR SICK 

Although the need to conserve rationed foods is great, no 
hospital patient's health need suffer, the OPA has announced. 
Local rationing board's have been given authority to provide 
supplementary allotments to meet the dietary requirements of 
patients in hospitals — whether or not such patients are on special 
diets. 
MILEAGE FOR AIR RAID WARDENS 

Air raid wardens, while not eligible for "C" ration books, 
may continue to get "B" books, according to OPA.

Says He Hopes for 
Results From 
Planning Comm. 

At the meeting of the Narberth 
Borough Council held on Monday, 
Roland Fleer, president of the 
Council read a report on the prob- 
lem of assessments In the borough. 

He urged the continuance of the 
Zoning Ordinance and the new 
Building Code already passed by 
the Council, and added that he ex- 
pected the Planning Commission, 
already undertaken, but as yet un- 
productive, to be one of the most 
important factors In keeping Nar- 
berth a desirable residential dist- 
rict. 

The problem of assessment, 
Fleer said, is this: That although 
taxes decrease as property depreci- 
ates due to age, the borough's 
problem of keeping the commun- 
ity just as attractive and in just 
as good condition as ever, Increases 
proportionately as the properties 
age, and the tares decrease. 

"How long can we keep on pro- 
ducing sufficient tax revenue to 
render these (necessary and desir- 
able municipal) services simply by 
maintaining assessments where 
they now are?" he acked. He urged 
that the Council consider some- 
thing more than simply maintain- 
ing assessments, and pointed out 
the three steps mentioned above 
as a possible answer to the prob- 
lem. 

His report has been submitted 
to committee.

Commissioners An- 
nounce Removal of 
Hav'f 'd. Rd. Offset 



Elimination of a serious hazard 
to traffic on Haverford Road at 
City Line In the Penn Wynne sec- 
tion of Lower Mcrion will begin to- 
morrow, It was announced by 
Montgomery County Commissioners 
Fred S. Peters, Foster C. Hillegass 
and Raymond K. Mensch. 

The work, to bo done by the 
County Highway Department in 
conjunction with the State Depart- 
ment of Highways, will consist of 
eliminating the "offset" in Haver- 
ford Road at City Line on the 
northwest corner which juts out in- 
to the roadway. In normal times, 
this intersection carries traffic in 
excess of 20,000 vehicles daily. 

The roadway of Haverford Road 
will be widened to approximately 
25 feet at the corner radius. The 
widening will carry along Haver- 
ford Road for about 200 feet, taper- 
ing off as it goes. The curb will 
bo reset, the brick and ornamental 
iron wall In front of the Sacred 
Heart Academy property will be 
moved back, a new sidewalk will 
be laid and shrubbery reset. 

There is no sidewalk at present 
in front of the Academy property. 
The new walk will extend up Hav- 
erford Road and City Line for a 
distance of approximately 100 feet. 

Since Haverford Road is a State 
Highway, the State Department of 
Highways will reset manholes and 
Inlets for surface water drainage 
and pave the widened portion of 
the roadway with 10 inches of con- 
crete to match the- existing road. 

County forces will reset tho curb, 
relocate the high brick wall, reset 
shrubbery and Install the sidewalk.

When the war first started it used 
to be referred to consistently as in 
all-out war In which every man 
and woman in the country would 
be called upon to play an equally 
vital part. 

But as wartime regulations were 
worked out and reaned, it began to 
look to observers here more and 
more like other wars in which 
some groups are excused from serv- 
ice to their countr, others are able 
to make profits out of war and mil- 
lions are sort of In-between — do- 
ing a little, but not enough to make 
them feel that the war has requir- 
ed real personal sacrifice from 
them. 

But the President's request for 
a law to draft men up to 65 for 
non-combat duty has brought 
things back to that all-out status. 
If miners who strike can be draft- 
ed into the army, it is pointed out 
by military leaders, it will follow 
regulations and shows an unwill- 
regulations and shows an unliww- 
ingness to play his part can also 
be forced to perform the task 
which the government feels will be 
most helpful toward winning the 
war. 

Some congressmen question 
whether a new law making it pos- 
sible to draft miners into the army 
for war work is ■ .necessary, for 
they say that the War Manpower 
commission has the power right 
now to assign any man in the 
country to any kind of work. But 
whether the Manpower group has 
that authority or not, it hasn't 
been utilized and it is doubtful if 
it could be carried out practically 
without making use of the army 
draft. 

Although the President hasn't 
' been too definite about the word- 
ing of the law he would like to 
have, it is obvious that if a law 
were passed making it possible to 
draft all miners under G5, that 
law would apply to other groups as 
well and would make many family 
heads, now exempt from the draft, 
eligible for service. 

In general, the President's re- 
quest for such a measure has act- 
ed as a "go" signal to a congress 
which has been champing at the 
bit waiting for some guidance as 
to what type of legislation could 
be enacted which would end strikes 
and end other abuses of war time 
regulations. 

It is quite likely that the con- 
gress will pass a stronger law 
than the President had in mind, 
since it is obvious here that con- 
gress for a long time has wanted 
to take strong action against rebels. 
This action of the President's, 
incidentally, is the third demon- 
stration within a few months of 
the power which the public still 
wields in this country. The public 
has been so Insistent on having 
something done about the miners 
that congress finally put through 
an antl-strlke bill which had been 
around for almost two years. Then 
the President recommended even 
stronger legislation. Before that, 
congress passed and the President 
signed a pay-as-you-go tax, even 
though congressional leaders and 
the President had previously Indi- 
cated that they were opposed to 
this legislation. 

There is a strong feeling here 
that the people of the country are 
suddenly being heard more clearly

Canning Fruit on 

Sugar Rations 



When Delaware County home- 
makers swing into this second war 
summer of fruit canning, they'll 
go at it with the assurance of vet- 
erans. The methods that worked 
best in canning fruit last year will 
suit 1943 sugar rations, according 
to Miss Pauline B. Steinberg, home 
economics extension representative. 

The guiding rule for using sugar 
for canning is the same as last 
year: Allow 1 pound of sugar to 
each 4 quarts of finished fruit, 
which means about a half cup of 
sugar to use in each quart jar. It 
usually takes three-fourths to one 
cup liquid to each quart jar of fruit 
to fill in around the solid food and 
to cover it well. 

Hero are some pointers for can- 
ning berries and other fruits aa 
they come along. 

1. Shift the sugar to fit the fruit. 
Sour fruits may demand and get 
more than the average. In that 
case, count on giving short-rations 
of sugar to some of the very juicy 
and sweet fruits. 

2. Put up some fruit without 
sugar, if necessary. A little sugai 
helps canned fruits to hold coloi 
and flavor, but sugar isn't essential 
to keep canned fruit from spoiling. 

3. Precook fruit for canning 
Heat the fruit in fruit juice, or sir- 
up, or water. Precooking shrinks 
the fruit, making It easier to get 
more into each jar. 

4. Thin or moderately thin siruj) 
Is In step with the sugar ration. For 
thin sirup, use 1 cup of sugar to !

toes. The smart homemaker fixes 
these vegetables so they keep that 
fresh garden look and taste, along 
with the vitamins and minerals we 
need to help keep us healthy. 

The secret to success in serving 
vegetables so the family will en- 
joy them is to select fresh, tender, 
young vegetables, cook and season 
them property, and serve them 
attractively, says Miss Steinberg, 
home economics extension repre- 
sentative, Delaware County. 

Use vegetables as soon as you 
can after they come from the gar- 
den and cook just what you need 
for one meal. If there are left- 
overs, use them in a salad, or in 
soup, or a casserole dish. 



There's a great deal of talk and 
alarm these days about juvenile 
delinquency, and there's no blink- 
ing our eyes to the fact that it is 
one the increase. But while we are 
"viewing with alarm," It is com- 
forting to remember that no one, 
not oven the most harum-scarum 
adolescent, chooses to be a juve- 
nile delinquent. He Is most often 
pushed Into the role against his will 
and the reasons for his delinquency 
are apt to be found in his family 
relationships. 

There never was a time when fa- 
thers and mothers and children 
needed to be better friends than 
they do today because this is a 
time of great uncertainty, of strain 
and worry and trouble. As a re- 
sult adult nerves are apt to be on 
edge and youngsters react to that 
and to the general nervous tension. 
It Is a truism to say that what chil- 
dren need most of all is a sense of 
security. We are too apt to toss off 
that remark as though security was 
something you could hand a child 
In a neat little package. As a mat- 
ter of fact, security is what we all 
want and very few, if any, of us 
have. You can't count on security. 
The thing to do is to be prepared 
for quite the opposite. The great- 
est service we can do our children 
is to bring them up to be brave, 
and dependable people, able to face 
what comes with courage. How 
can we do this 

In the first place we can show 
them that their own parents are' 
people they can depend on. Don't 
tell Johnny one minute that he 
can't have something and then be- 
cause he teases for it change your 
mind and tell him he can. On the 
ether hand, don't promise him some 
treat and forget to keep your prom- 
ise. Try to be consistent and be 
fair. A child grows up to feel that 
other people are dependable if he 
has first of all found his own par- 
ents dependable. 



Then, try to be fair to each child 
in the family. Don't blame your- 
self because you can't help finding 
dainty, thoughtful Jean more at- 
tractive than. her awkward harum- 
scarum sister Tony (or mayhe you 
naturally prefer Tony*B tpe).

Of course there are many causes 
outside the family which contribute 
to delinquency, especially In war- 
time. And there are splendid rem- 
edies in community activity which 
we will discuss another time. But 
the best bulwark against youthful 



unhappiness is a harmonious home. 
Children who have fathers and 
mothers who love each other and 
In whom they can confide and a 
home where theyreally have a good 
time, even though there ia disci- 
pline as well as freedom — these are 
the kind of youngsters who will 
grow up, to be an asset to their 
community and their country, with- 
out going through a stage of law- 
lessness.
